a) Claims 1, 3-7. 9-12, and 15-19 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as beiqg 
unpatentable over Manku, et aL (U.S. Patent No. 6,973,297) and in view of Younis et al. (UA 
Patent No. 6,134,430).

Clauns 1, 7 and 1 1 are independent claims with claims 1, 3-6, and 16-19 dependent < 
claim 1, claims 9-10 dependent on claim 7, and claims 12 and 15 dependent on claim II. 

Claims 1 , 7, and 11 are directed to systems and method which arc configured for power 
management Theclaim 1 system includes a power management conlroUer that is configured to

requirements for an analog signal with one of the control parameters being reference capacitance 
leaquiiements for a known slew rate all as claimed. 

The cliaim 7 system similarly includes a power managem^ controller configured for 
adjusting control parameters of various entities leased on a protocol and mi nimnni analog signal 
where Ihe adjusting control parameters fiirdier includes adjusting supply bias based on reference 
capacitance requirdrcnts for a given slew rate* Claim 1 1 controls a supply bias for a DAC based 
on various parameters including a refbrence capacitor in the DAC for controlling slew rate, flius 
managing power to a system aU as claimed. 

The amendments to each ofclaiml,7» and 11 have added subject matter directed to a 
capacitor for a predetermined slew rate utilized as specifically claimed. More specifically the 
feature added to claim 1 was eliminated fiom claim 2 (claim 2 was deemed to recite allowable 
subject matter). More specifically the feature added to claim 7 was eliminated from claim 8 
(claim 8 was deemed to recite allowable subject matter). More specifically the feature added to 
claim 1 1 originated with claim 13 (claim 13 was deemed to recite allowable subject matter). 
Nothing in Manku et al or Younis et al or any other reference of record shows or suggests 
adjusting a bias current based on a capacitance correqxmding to slew rate as respectively and 
specifically claimed. 

Furthermore^ nothii^ in eith^ of these references shows or suggest adjusting bias current 
for a DAC filtCT as in claim 5, adj usting control parameters Cm a DAC filter as in claim 7 cmt 
doing so independently as in claim 9 or adjusting a refisrence capacitance as in claims 13-14, etc . 
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Thus all features of any of ittdependent claim 1 , 7, or 11 have not been shown or suggested 
by this combination of references and tl^refore these references do not properly support a 
§103(a) rejection of any of the independent claims or, at least by virtue of dependency, any 
dependent claims. Hence Applicant respectfully submits that these claims, as amended, are 
clearly allowable over these refermces. 

For these reasons. Applicant respectfully requests that the Exammer reconsider and 
withdraw the rejection of claims 1, 3-7, 9-12, and 15-19 under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as bemg 
unpatentable over Manku, et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,973,297) and in view of Younis ct al. (UA 
PatmtNo. 6,134,430). 

b) Qaims 2, 8, and 13-14 stand objected to as bdngdependCTt upon a rejected base claim 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intoi^ening claims. 

Applicant is appreciative of and agrees with the Examiner^s view that these claims recite 
allowable subject matter. Applicant further submits, in view of the above discussions and 
amendments that the base claims are now allowable and thus, that this ofagection to these claims 
has been overcome and that tibe objection ^iould thus be withcbawn. 

Accor<BngIy, Applicant respectfiilly submits that the claims, as ammded, clearly and 
patentably distmgui^ over the cited references of record and as such are to be deemed allowable. 
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Such aUowance i$ bemhy earnestly and respectfyiy solicited at an early date. If Ihe Examiner 
has any suggestions or comments or questions, calls are welcomed at die phone number below.
